If shown by 
affidavits that it is absolutely nec- 
essary for pupil to make hig or her 
own living, county superintendent of 
schools may issue a full time permit 
later; (c) After sixteen years—Age 
and schooling certificates may be 
granted to grammar school gradu- 
ates, if proved work is absolutely 
necessary.

WALKING DELEGATE IS 
MENACE, SAYS SENATOR 


[BY A. F. DAY WIRB.] 

LOWELL (Mass.) Nov. 1.—In his 
first public utterance since his re- 
cently-announced candidacy for the, 
Presidency, Senator Poindexter of 
Washington, at a political meeting 
last night, declared the strikes 
which are “plunging the nation in- 
to industrial chaos” are part of a 
plan by “anarchistic agitators” to 
bring about a distationship of the 
proletariat.

GERMAN VESSELS 


France and Japan to Receive 
Warships Now Afloat. 


Italy to Take Over Sea Fight- 
ers from Austria. 


American Conference Mem- 
bers Coming Home. 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
PARIS, Nov. 1.—France and 
Japan are the only Allied powers | 
which are to receive any German 
warships, according to an agree- 
ment by the Supreme Council. 

Since Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States had previously agreed to, 
sink such vessels as the Peace Con- 
ference allotted them, it is now de- 
cided to give France a few service- 


able ships which remain afloat here! 
or in German ports. Japan will 
keep a few German cruisers seized 
at Kiao-Chow and in the Far East. 
Italy will receive her warships from 
Austrian navy. 

Immediately after the armistice, 
the British Admiralty launched a 
propaganda campaign favoring the 
sinking of all German warships. 
This was construed in some circies 
as an effort to prevent the United 
States Navy from being reinforced 
by the erful German units, but 
the then Admiral Benson came out 
| supporting the plan of sinking the 
German ships. The French and 
Japanese objected strenuously, 
after which the British apparently 
changed their attitude, and were 
not so anxious to sink the sur- 
rendered warships. | 

Admiral Benson remained in- 
sistent, however, and is reported to 
have intimated that if tt retained 
the units allotted to it, the American 
naval building programme would be 
augmented. As the result, a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement was reached be- 
tween England and America that 
they would sink whatever German 
warships were allotted to them by 
the Peace Conference. 

GERMANS WILL PAY. | 

Afterward, a tentative distribu- 

tion of the German warships was 


made, when suddenly the Germans 
ecuttled the whole fleet at Scapa. 
Fiow, leaving only a few ships 
afloat. Since then a couple of big:

four and one-eighth inches on the 
outer rail, with the rails averaging 
four feet nine inches in gauge. These 
Measurments, Mr. Watkins told the 
Coroner's jury, are atandardised so 
as to assure absolute safety up to 
thirty-five miles per hour. 


Hanges on the right-hand side of 
the locomotive's wheels made an 
impression on the rail when they 
mounted it, the mark runs for a dis- 
tance of about six feet, Mr. Wat- 
kins told the jury. Eight inches 
outside the rail the first marks ap- 
pear on the ties, running for about 
thirty feet, and showing the course 
taken by the engine and the cars 
that followed. No marks of. any 
sort were left at these points by the 
inside wheels, proving, Mr. Watkins 
argued, that the train was traveling 
at such speed that the entire load 
Was carried on the outside wheels 
only when the train entered, the 
curve. 

“The engineer should have 
checked his train after leaving the 
curve just ahead of this one. A 
speed of even forty-five miles would 
not have put this train in the con- 
dition we see here,” Mr. Watkins 
said, referring to the twisted rails 
and the fact that the entire road 


place. The weight of the train, ac- 
cording to Mr. Watkins's caicula- 
tions, was approximately 1,542,000 
and the grade downward 
more than 2 per cent. Taken with 
the speed of the train, the force eK 
erted was so tremefidous that the 
results did not surprise him, Mr. 
Watkins said. 


The train jumped the tracks about 
the center of the curve, the engine 
and few of the cars that followed it 
on a direct line hurtled through the 
air and the engine began turning 
over, but when at about 15 deg. and 
just ready to tip over, it struck a 
mound, gouged haif of it and turned 
it into sand and fine dirt. The blow 
from earth turned the engine back 
inte an upright position, changed its 
direction back to a parallel with the 
tracks, and brought it to a stop 
bout ten feet further on, altogeth- 
er atout 200 feet from the point of 
derailment. 

As the engine buried its nose in 


‘the ground and came to a rest, Mr. 


Watkins declared, the baggage and 
express car back of it were splin- 
tered into bits. Several other 
coaches followed the engine and slid 
over it, knocking the dome scores 
of feet. away, and probably killing 
the engineer and fireman by crush- 
ing the cab ard superstructure. One 
of the heavy trucks of a ateel coach 
that slid over the locomotive was 
found fifteen feet in front of the 
engine. The other cars were even 
further ah and more of the de- 
railed cars pldnged forward and zig- 
gagged and on both sides 
of the right of way. 

The jury listened to the explana- 
tions of Mr. Watkins and the other 
officials, and asked many questions. 
When Mr. Watkins expressed his be- 
lief in the possibility that the en- 
gineer was dead when he entered the 
curve, Foreman Herdman of the jury 
asked that the records bearing on 
the engineer's physical condition be 
brought to the hearing Wednesday. 
The jury also expressed the desire 
to see the train inspection sheets, 
and records touching on the various 
points brought out in the explana- 
tion. Deputy District Attorney Den- 
nison asked if the data relative to 
the weight of the train and restric- 
tions of speed could be available 
and was told that all documents will 
be produced in time.

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—It was an- 
nounced today at the customhouse, 
headquarters for war-time prohibi- 
tion enforcement, that hereafter any 
internal revenue agent who displayed 
a gun while making a raid, except in 
self-defense, will be discharged. The 
announcement was made by H. W. 
Mager, chief of all the internal reve- 
nue agents in the United States, who 
came here to relieve Col. D. L. Por- 
ter, supervising agent in the New 
York division, who had been recalled 
to Washington. 

Mr. Mager said he expected to re- 
main in charge of the New York 
division until next Tuesday. He said 
that also, as far as he knew, Col. 
Porter would return to New York 
then. He denied positively that Col. 
Porter had been removed from New 
York because of the spectacular raid 


Mr. Mager said, however, he was 
making a personal investigation of 
every raid that had been made in 
the New York division in which it 
was reported that firearms had been 
displayed by the men of his depart- 
ment. In each instance that he had 
investigated he sald he found his 
men had been justified in displaying 

their weapons. He also made it clear 

that his men would be officially 
backed up in the performance of 
their duty.

greatest food expert, is the cconomic mal- 
ady from which Europe is now suffering. In 
an article written for the World's Work on 
the situation in, Burope he says that pro- 
ductive activity among the European peo- 
ples is at a lower ebb than at any time 
while the war was in progress. 


Mr. Hoover believes that the solution o' 


the problem does not lie in a stream of 
commodities on credjt from the Western 
Hemisphere. That is but a temporary pal- 
ative and must not be considered as a 
remedy. After citing varied causes for the 
shortage of production, alike In enemy and 
Allied countries, he reaches the fixed con- 
clusion that:

A part of the advice which he gives win 
not be applauded by the theorists and So- 
olalists. He is absolutely op to price 
limitation and profit-fixing. 
naturally applauds his conclusions, for The 
Times has repeatedly pointed out that the 
surest way to stint production is tor the 
government to seek to interfere in any 
manner with the operation of the law of 
supply and demand. Mr. Hoover says:

| LITERATURE WITH DEAD ENGINE. | 


BY THOMAS I. MASSON, 
Editor of “Life.” 


When the more or less Bolshiviki 
air of the Metropolis has been 
cleared, and the world of arts and 
letters has settled back on its typo- 
graphical haunches—then and only 
then will the oldest citizens sit 
around the sizzling radiators and tell 
about the great strike that discom- 


bobolated the magazines of New 
York. 
Nothing like it has ever been 


known in American literature—al- 
Ways assuming that there be such. 

In the common bond of sympathy 
that a common misfortune has so 
suddenly established among authors 
and artiste, all distinctions have 
been forgotten. Even professional 
humorists have been spoken to 
kindly by writers of best sellers. 
Dramatic critics have noticed sport- 
ing writers. Book reviewers have 
found time enough to read the books 
‘Which, under normal conditions, 
they would review—-comething never 
before deemed possible. And wom- 


en editors have been ‘seen actual 


kissing one another. Nobody quite 
believed that the thing could hap- 
pen. The idea that hundreds of 
periodicals—many of them the lead- 
ing periodicals of America—could 
be put out of commission almost 
overnight, seemed incredible. Yet 
it happened and there was weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth 
among the Hittites, the Moabites, the 
Serialites, the Epigramites and the 
Sobstuffites. Writers of free verse 
gathered in knots in secluded soda 
marts and abandoned bar-rooms and 
passed resolutions in which “Give us 
Liberty or give us bread’ was the 
high note. Haushty publishers as- 
sociated with one another for the 
first time in history. Advertising 
writers descended from their heights 
and mingled with the common 
crowd. Society artists bade farewells 
to weeping models and went back 
to the bosoms of their respective 
families. Editors alone were calm; 
they embraced the opportunity pre- 
sented of rejecting masterpieces of 
literature for a good reason—that 
they could not be printed. Chicago, 
the pork-ridden siren of the West, 
igsued its clarion call to Gotham. 
“Come on and rest your weary 
eads on my waiting breast,” said 
hicago, “and I will give you com- 
fort and cheer. Willing workmen, 


imbued with the epirit of the broth- 
erhood of man with Lakeside chrys- 
anthemums in their buttonholes, 
cluster my perfumed printing shops. 
We will set up and print anything 
you give us, without shame—any- 
thing from a minor editorial to a 
Robert W. Chambers novelette. 
Leave the fetid soviet atmosphere 
of New York and lead the glad free 
life of a Chicago publisher.“ 

Many have responded to this siren 
call, and have treked to the West. 

If this ie only the beginning and 
our magazines eventually go to Chi- 
cago and other points in the great 
West, it remains to be seen what 
will be the effect upon literature. 
Writers, who have never strayed 
beyond the Harlem River and who, 
within the sacred recesses of Brook- 
lyn boarding-houses or Harlem flats. 


have written thrilling tales of cow- 
boys and wild prairies, may actuat- 
ly have to travel hereafter and see 
the country, The prospect is ap- 
palling I know one writer who 
pounds out a 70,000-word thriller 
every month. He goes to the 
“movies” weekly and sees a west- 
ern film, to get the local color. He 
is so used to writing about things 
he doesn't know anything about 
that if he is forced to live in Chi- 
cago or Kansas City and learn some- 
thing of real life, where will it end? 
He may be forced into some respect- 
able trade. And he is only one of 
thousands. 

We must face this thing as best 
we may. If Rupert Hughes and 
Robert W. Chambers and Sam Mer- 
win and George Barr McCutcheon 
and Gouverneur Morris and Julian 
Street are forced to abandon their 
palatial suburban residences in the 
East, and have to be tethered on 
the prairies of Illinois and. Kansas, 
oi seek subsistence in the alkali 
desert or the culture oases of Ne- 
braska, what is going to be the ef- 
fect upon oor heroes and heroines? 
The Federal unreserve sex centers 
of the East will have a crimp put in 
them that will shake all the divorce 
courts to their foundations, and 
cause the literary 400 to begin to 
think about living half-way decent 
lives—something that has never be- 
fore occurred to them. These heroes 
and heroines, hitherto confined to 
the hot atmosphere of metropolitan 
drawing-rooms and studios and ad- 
jacent golf links, will have to shake 
loose from their bearings. The 
thought that in time they may be- 
come real men and women who pass 
their days and nights talking of 
Something else besides throwing 
themselves in and out of each other's 
arms—all this is a problem enough 
to make strong men weep.

The men and women who know the clothing 
needs of outdoor life almost invariably choose

But if this Foun- 
tain of Mirth should eventually have 
to be printed in sections in various 
parts of the country, the American 
people—take them as a whole— 
might develop such a4 sense 07 
humor that they would laugh them- 
selves sick over the H. C. of L. and 
other irrelevant matters now re- 
garded with so much solemnity. 

Congressmen, who at present get 
their literary pabulum from print- 
ing-house square and have their 
sense of humor relayed through the 
inspirational professionals of the 
metrooolis, will take on new points 
of view. Mr. Caleb Jones will rise 
in the House and say: 

“Mr. Speaker, I bear in my hands 
a copy of my favorite magazine, for- 
merlvy of Madison avenue, and now 
printed and issued: from the banks 
of the Mississippi, that glorious and 
translucent river that rises in the 
north and sets in the south and, 
without objection, I will read from 
it a short story of 8000 words, with 
leave to print, and which actually 
reveals, sir, the hitherto unknown 
character and habits of the be- 
nighted inhabitants of the Middle 


“West. By means of this marvelous 
tale, 1 shall attempt to show that 
these obscure people have developed 
a sort of rudimentary intelligence 
and are capable of laughing and 
crying and otherwise disporting 
themselves like human beings, just 
as if they had once visited the Great 
White Way,”’—etc. 

The effect of the strike upon the 
public has been no less dishearten- 
ing. Deprived of its magazfhes, this 
public has been forced to read the 
newspapers more carefully than 
ever, and it has made the alarming 
discovery that the newspapers often 
publish better real literature than 
the magazines, and much of this by 
wild western writers. 


the printers’ strike in New York is 
different from all other strikes. In 
an ordinary industrial strike three 


elements are involved—capital, la- 
bor and the public. ut in this 
strike there is a fourth element— 


that typewritten body of men and 
women, whose work it is not only to 
amuse the public, but who are pre- 
sumed to enlighten and instruct it. 
Whatever our literature may be, it 
is composed of a mass of workers, 
each one of whom is etriving to 
reach the top. Many of them, hav- 
ing previously achieved a reputa- 
tion outside of Broadway, come on 
to New York, and engage rooms in 
a family hotel so that, by forgetting 
all they have previously learned. 
they can continue to enlarge their 
reputations as epoch makers. 

If whole groups of these writers 
and artists are suddenly stopped 
short in their energies and output 
and have to emigrate to new centers 
of literary industry this is bound to 
create a national mental disturbance 
and just at present we are not short 
of national mental disturbances. It 


is for this reason that the printers’ 
strike in New York is unique and 
highly important. 

While some of our most inspiring 
writers remain faithfr) to their own 
home towns in the West and South, 
it still remairfs true that all literary 
roads have hitherto led to New 


York. 

Philadelphia has its esoteric cir- 
cle and the highbrows of Boston 
stick to their last. But these gen- 
tlemen are in close touch with the 
great commercial center and vibrate 
back and forth with «reat regular- 
itv. It the printers unconsciously 
and in pursuit of their own ends 
now succeed in compelling a large 
proportion of the great magazines to 
go elsewhere, and a diversity of lit- 
erary meccas is set up, we shail 
undoubtedly have a new order of 
things. 

In America public opinion is su- 
preme, and it has been mighty slow 
in forming. Mavbe this is because 
New York has made such a business 
of trying to form it. Certainly, the 
environment in which the printed 
page is issued becomes all impor- 
tant. If every section of the country 
has its magazines and book plants 
it follows that the whole conscious- 
ness of America must be more close- 
ly interwoven.

WAR WORK OF A

Entered the Army Early in 
thie War as a Private. 


Voorsanger Became Captain, 
Chaplain of His Division. 


No Distinction of Creed or 
Sect in Service. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Capt. El- 
kan Voorsanger, the “fighting rab- 
bi,” who returned recently from 
France, went over as a buck pri- 
vate in May, 1917, with the first.750 
Americans, and rose by successive 
Promotions to sergeant, lieutenant, 
chaplain, captain, senior chaplain of 
the New York seventy-seventh Di- 
| Vision, | 

When the Seventy-seventh re- 
turned home, Capt. Voorsanger vol- 
unteered to stay behind to become 
overseas director of the Jewish Wei- 
fare Board. He lived in trenches 
and shell-rocked dugouts, took part 
in major actions in the Baccarat 
and Toul sectors, the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne region, and Argonne Forest; 
buried the dead—under incessant 
fire, and ministered to, the wounded 
and dying on the field of battle. His 
hands are horny with the callouses 
that came from carrying heavy lit- 


ters of men. 

“In France there were no distinc- 
tons,“ the ‘fighting rabbi’ says. “A 
chaplain was a chapiain, not a Jew- 
ish chaplain, a Catholic chaplain, 
or a Protestant. Each chaplain wes 
responsible for the religion of every 
man, and it didn't matter to us how 
a man prayed, but that he prayed. 
A Catholic chaplain organized Yorn 
Kippur services for Jewish men in 
a ruined cathedral on the battle line. 
The division had been called out on 
line to the Argonne on Yom Kippur 
Day, and I was endeavoring to or- 
ganize services along the lines 
wherever there was a group of Jew- 
ish men. At Cologne the Catholic 
chaplain came out to meet me. 
was afraid you wouldn't get 
here,’ he said. ‘I got your men to- 
gether and started them off with a 
prayer. We had arranged to con- 
duct services ourselves in case you 
didn’t come.’ 
“I took up the services where he 
had left off, and after the tradition- 
es! prayers were over and we had 
given them a brief soldierly talk, the 
men filed out of the cathedral and 
went on with the business of fight- 
ing. These services in the battered 
oid house of Christian worship were 
the most impressive thing I have 
ever witnessed. The Catholic chap- 
lain would frequently call me up 
and say: ‘I’ve got some Jewish boys 
here who want to say Kaddish— 
I'd like to oblige them, but they 
don't like my accent. I'll hold them 
until you come.’ That was the 
Spirit over there. That's what 
we learned in France. 

AHEAD OF GEN. PERSHING. 


Chaplain Voorsanger went to 
France with base hospital No. 21. 
He arrived on French soll before 
Gen. Pershing came, and when lis 
chaplain’s commission had been at- 
tained, he was assigned to the Sev- 
enty-seventh Division, of which he 
became senior chaplain, with the 
rank of captain. At the same time, 
he was burial officer, school and en- 
tertainment officer and Jewish Wel- 
fare Board adviser in the Seventy- 
seventh Division. He went “over 
the top” with the lads of the Melt- 
ing Pot Division—with the lads 
“who had fiever seen a green tree in 
their lives, yet went through the 
Argonne Forest us though they had 
been born there.” 

When Capt. Voorsanger speaks of 
the Jewish Welfare Board, he talks 
primarily as a soldier-recipient of 
the benefits of the organization. As 
a chaplain he first came into con- 
tact with this organization. 

“They supplied me with an au- 
tomobile, which nade it possible for 
me to reach all of the Jewish men 
along the battle area. Money and 
supplies provided by the organiza- 
tion. and ite generous co-operation, 
enhanced my opportunities for serv- 
ice.” When hostilities ceased, Capt. 
Voorsanger became an active par- 
ticipant in the work of the Jewish 
Welfare Board, and was appointed 
overseas director. 

RAPID GROWTH OF WORK. 
“The Jewish Welfare Board came 
in directly after the armistice was 
signed. Its huts sprang up like 
mushrooms in every American Ex- 
peditionary Force center and at all 


base posts. They were cheerfu: 
hute that offered an atmosphere 
vastly different from the gloomy 


barracks. There were crisp muslin 
curtains on the windows, pictures 
and decorations that brought the 
American soldier a breath from 
home. We took over Red Cros 
canteens near the tracks at all rail- 
road stations and the coffee pot was 
always on the (fire—twenty-four 
hours a day. Can you imagine how 
good that coffee tastcd to a cold and 
hungry soldier? This work and all 
other Jewish Welfare Board work 
with the Army of Occupation was 
done at the invitation of Maj.-Gen. 
Dickman of the Third Army. who 
requested the Jewish Welfare Board 
to take over all canteens in the oc- 
cupied portion of Germany. | 
GREAT PASSOVER SERVICE. 
“To my mind the greatest achieve- 
ment of the Jewish Welfare Board 
in France,” he said, “was the Pass- 
over services held throughout the 
American Expeditionary Forces. 
There was a Seder for every Jewish 
man in France. ‘Matzoths were die- 
tributed to everyone. We received 
magnificent co-operation in this 
from the Quartermaster’s Corps. 
There isn’t one man out of the 1000 
who attended the memorable Jew- 
ish Welfare Roard Seder in Paris 
who will ever forget that event. 
Monéy for Passover supplies was al- 
s0 sent by the Jewish Welfare Board 
to members of ‘the Jewish Legion in 
Palestine.

KENYON’S CENTENNIAL. 


The Story of Ohio’s Long Established 
Eptscopalian College. 


Kenyon College, the institution for 
higher education of the Episcopa- 
lians of Ohlo, is approaching the 
centennial of its establishment and 
its friends hope to see the event cele- 
brated with a public movement for 
a more liberal endowment that will 
enable her to address herself to the 
work that comes to her hand with 
better chances of success. 

It is a product of the ménd of 
Philander Chase, uncle of Salmon P. 
Chase, Governor of Ohio, Senator 


of the United States and Chief J ustic, 


of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Philander Chase came into 
the Northwest in 1810 as Bishop of 
Ohio and saw the immediate need of 
an Episcopalian college if that de- 
nomination was to take its place with 
the others already on the ground 
here. 

In 1814 he went to England in 
quest of funds, despairing of secur- 
ing any considerable amount of mon 
ey from the pioneers of the State for 
that purpose. He returned highly 
elated at his success, having secured 
the sum of $30,000. That would not 
be considered sufficient to establish 
even an academy in these days, but 
Bishop Chase went to work with en- 
thusiasm and a will to establish his 
college in the woods. 

He bought a tract of 8000 acres in 
Knox county and began clearing it. 
By 1824 he had a building and a 
small corps of teachers. The col- 
lege was chartered in 1824, and that 
is taken as the date of its establish- 
ment. Lord Kenyon was one of the 
churchmen in Engiand who had con- 
tributed liberally to the bishop's en- 
terprise, and he was honored by hav- 
ing the town named after him. Lord 
Gambier was another and he was 
honored by giving his name to the 
college. Lord Bexley was another 
generous English supporter and his 
name was given to one of the col- 
lege buildings. Hannah Moore was

BIC FUTURE 


FOR ALCOHOL. 


It will Soon be Running All 
Our Automobiles. 


In Short Time Gasoline will 
Have Disappeared. 


Sun Likely to be Source of 
Our Steam Power.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Anyone 
who imagines that prohibition has 
materially diminished the impor- 
tance of alcohol is sadly mistaken. 
Alcohol has an immense industrial 
future. If you want to get rich, 
start an alcoho! still. Provided you 
are making industrial alcohol. which 
is not potable, the law will not in- 
terfere with you. 

Within a comparatively short time, 
alcohol will be running all of our 
automobiles and tractors. It will be 
used to produce heat and light in 
Practically all situations where kero- 
sene and other petroleum deriva- 
tives are now used. 

In a recent Haskin letter it was 
explained that we would soon have 
to go direct to the sun for our heat 
in order to make power, because the 
supply of heat stored up in coal is 
Steadily diminishing and becoming 
harder to reach. We must, there- 
fore, tap the sun, which is the per- 
manent source of heat. It was ex- 
plained how this sun heat can be 
converted into either steam or 
electricity. It will then light our 
homes, run our factories, and pull 
our street cars, wherever this work 
cannot be done by watef po r. But 
it will not, of course, run our jitneys 
and our motorcycles. 

PETROLEUM DIMINISHING. 

The petroleum upon which we de- 
pend for transportation is diminish- 


‘ing in amount even. more rapidly 


than coal. Gasoline is becoming 
more and more expensive and 
scarce. The government experts say 
that we will surely be out of gas in 
a few years unless great, new de- 
posits of petroleum are discovered. 

Therefore we must now discover 
a permanent source of motor fuel 
to take the place of the temporary 
one upon which we have been draw- 
ing, and to supplement the sun as a 
permanent source of power. Scien- 
tists seem to agree that alcohol will 
furnish this permanent source of 
motor fuel. Government experts 
have been studying both the produc- 
tion of alcohol and its use as fuel 
in motors. Reports on both cases 
will soon be available. 

Alcohol will furnish a permanent 
supply of motor fuel because it can 
be made out of vegetation, and vege- 
tation can be produced on the earth 
indefinitely. It now costs more to 
produce alcohol than it does to pro- 
duce gasoline, but gasoline is becom 
ing more expensive all the time, 
while the cheap and large scale pro- 
duction of alcohol, in this country 
especially, is just beginning. 

Alcohol has already begun to re- 
place gasoline abroad. In France a 
fifty-fifty mixture of alcohol and 
benzol, is in common use as a mo- 
tor fuel, and some mixtures of 84 
per cent. alcohol and 20 per cent. 
benzol are used. In this country al- 
coho! has been tried as a motor fuel 
both in automobiles and in tractors. 
You can use alcohol in an ordinary 
automobile designed to use gasoline 
but you cannot get very good re- 
sults. In a motor designed for the 
use of alcohol, it will give just as 
much werk, gallon for gallon, as 
gasoline. It has not as high a fuel 
value as gasoline, but there is less 
waste about it. An alcohol engine 
is more efficient than a gasoline en- 
gine. It is also cleaner. 

TWO KINDS OF ALCOHOL. 

As you may know, there are two 
kinds of alcohol, ethyl aicohol and 
methyl (or wood) alcohol. Ethyl 
alcohol is the kind we used to drink 
in the old days. Methyl alcohol is 
the kind that some misguided per- 
sons drink these days, causing 
blindness in some cases and sudden 
death in others. 

Ethyl alcohol is also the kind that 
will be used as a motor fuel. Do 


not infer from this, however, that | 


you will have always a few gallons 
of cheering beverage in the gas tank 
when alcohol comes into general 
use as fuel. In order to be made 
drinkable, ethyl alcohol must he 
rectified, which consists in distill- 
ing it in a special way, so as to 
eliminate fusil oils and other im- 
purities. Most of this industrial a» 
cohol will presumably contain some 
of these impurities and therefore be 
unfit to drink, 

Butt his is not certain, for alcohol 
must be distilled to a high point be- 
fore it can be used as fuel. Fer- 
mentation producos a mixture of al- 
cohol and water in which alcoho! is 
only 16 per cent. That is, it pro- 
duces a “thirty-two proof” alcohol. 
Now alcohol must be at least 100 
proof, or not more than 50 per cent. 
water, before it will serve as fuel. 
And to distill it to that point heat 
must be . This use of heat to 
produce fuel, is, of course, a process 
which to a certain extent defeats its 
own end. But the Bureau of Chem- 
istry has also found that the water 
can be separated from alcohol by 
freezing. because water freezes at 
a higher temperature than alcohol. 
It seems probable that this freezing 
method will ultimately replace dis- 
tillation as a method of raising the 
proof of fuel alcohol. The freezing 
process will leave in all the impuri- 
ties and so insure that no one can 
drink the stuff. 

IT IS EASY TO MKE. 

To the layman who is used to 
paying a steep price for alcohol in 
any form, it seems unprobable that 
this substance should be made 
cheap enough to burn in a motor 


But the materials from which alco- | cal 


hol is made are easy to produce and 
very abundant in nature. 

Alcohol is made from sugar. Su- 
gar is made from starch. And 
either sugar or starch occur in prac- 
tically all forms of vegetation. ft 
is possible to make alcoho! out of 
every weed and tree that grows.

apples and potatoes, from sorghum, 
gsuear beets and garbage. 

Sawmill waste ts one of the most 
promising sources of alcohol, and it 
may be stated with some confidence 
that the making of alcohol from 
sawdust is a most premising field of 
enterprise.

But there are 
numerous other forms of wild vege- 
tation that can be tried.

HOARDED RAZORS. 


Collections of 35,000 Years Ago Be- 
ing Uncovered in Egypt. 


Menepthah, the Pharaoh of the 
Exodus, was well prepared for a 
barbers’ strike 3506 years ago. He 
had in hig palace in Egypt a col- 
lection of the razors of cavemen with 
which he probably would have 
found Hittle trouble in keeping him- 
self beardless to this day had he 
found the fountain of eterna’ 


idiosyncrasy for tonsorial parapher- 
nalia that motivated this now cher- 
ished collection its a subject for 
scholars of*the ancients. But ax 
any event he had the razors care- 
fully preserved in his palace. 

This is one of the discoveries of 
the Eckley B. Coxe, Jr., exped'i- 
tion to Egypt, which has been ex- 
cavating the palace of the ancient 
Pharaoh for the last five years. 

Revelations of the life of ancient 
Egypt more important than any 
others made in this century are ex- 
pected with the continuation of the 


work of excavating the palace of 
Menepthah. 

Dr. Clarence 8. Fisher, leader of 
the expedition, in a letter to the 
university museum, reports he a- 
ready has uncovered about two- 
fifths of the palace, including the 
front of the structure, the throne 
room and the thrones intact. . 

The luxurious private rooms of 
Rameses show that he was an “artist 
in self-adornment and an archae- 
ologist. Some of his treasures in- 
clude relics of the Stone Age which 
may be 30,000 years old. 


The work of the expedition was; 


started five years ago, but was dis- 
eontinued last winter on agcount 
of the war. It is being watched by | 
etudents of ancient civilization in 
all parts of the world, as evidenced 
by the inquiry received by the mu- 
seum from a man in New Zealand.

This was a token, 
not only of submission, but of re- 
spect. In ke manner wher a fa- 
mous soldier died flags were low- 
ered, not only to indicate respect to 
his memory, but to show that he 
had succumbed to the greatest con- 
queror of all, death, for which flag.

ELLA WHEELER WILCOX. 


A Voice That Sang to the Hearts of the World’s 
Readers; Looking Into the Poet’s Own Purposes. 


In the death of Ella Wheeler Wil- 
cox, which occurred October 30 at 
Short Beach, Ct., a voice that sang 
its way into the hearts of the mul- 
titudes was stilled. 

Despite the refusal of the critics 
to award her a place high among 
the poets, her audience was as wide 
as the world. Not only has edition 
after edition of her poems been pub- 
lished in this country and in Eng- 


responsive audiences in many other 
lands through translations into dif- 


ferént languages. 

The universality of her appeal & 
the sure proof of her greatness. She 
struck the chord to which all hearts 
respond. Love, death, ambition, 
‘longing for the unattainable, devo-

ITS NAME. 


It is not generally known that the 
village of Sayville, L. I., seat of the 
world-famous Blue Points oysters in- 
dustry and mecca for thousands of 
summer vacationists, owes ite name 
to a clerical error. Yet that is a 
fact. If the clerk of the meeting 
some 83 years ago at which the 
name of the village was selected 
had known how to spell correctly, 
and it the proverbial red tape at 
Washington had not stood in the way 
of easy correction of the error. 
Sayville would now be called “Se- 
ville,” after the Spanish city of that 
name. 

The facts concerning this histori- 
cal error are found in a brief his- 
tory of Sayville written by the late 
John Wood and read by him at the 
centennial celebration in that village 
on July 4, 1876. Of the manner in 
which Sayville came to acquire a 
name, Mr. Wood wrote as follows: 
“The former village (meaning the 


old village before the name was

of the Arroyo Hendo, or deep 


creek. 

The new bridge, erected during 
the past year in the intensive bet- 
ter ads campaign in California, 
is perhaps one of thé most beau- 
uf and picturesque in the State. 
ing the deep Créek at a point 
within 100 feét of where it empties 
into the ocean, the rivér bed was 


construction of one of the longest 
bridges in Southérn California. ‘The 


depth from the creek bed to the 


top of the bridge will averne 
more than 100 feet. 

The new bridge is built entirely 
of concrete, held by six huge spans. 
It is about 550 feet in length. The 
addition of the new bridge to the 
shore route means the cutting of 
‘about a mile detour along tor- 
tuous roads and heavy grades to 
the bottom of the creek bed and 
return to the old road. 

While inspecting the new addi- 
tion to California's highway system, 
Mr. Evans met the Ortega brothers. 
the quaint, silent men of the Arroyo 
Hondo, who quietly, and with al- 
most passive interest, watch from 


their canyon the kaleidoscopic 
changes being wrought around 
them. 


Long years ago, when Fra Juni- 
pero Serra wearily trod Ei Camino 
Real, the first good roads system, 
the first of the Ortega family set- 
tled in California. Given 3900 
acres of land in a Spanien land 
grant, Antonio Marie Ortega, the 
grandfather of the present repre- 
sentatives of the family, settied 
down on i. The land is in Santa 
Barbara county, and besides inciud- 
ing the Arroyo Hondo, which is 
rich in Beauty but poor in agricul- 
tural possibilities, includes some 
rich farming lands. From the grand- 
father the land passed to Peter Or. 
tega, the father of the only two re- 
maining members of the family. and 
at his death passed on to them. 

Both Havez Ortega and his 
brother, T. Ortega, have lived in the 
little olf Rouse in Arroyo Hondo 
since childhood,- and both are old 
men now. The house was built 
sixty-five years ago, and born in it.

Cars Re presenting Twenty-six 


That at the present moment there 
are more than 1500 automobiles 
bound for Southern California over 
the transcontinental routes leading 
here is the official information just 
issued by the touring bureau of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

There are this many en route now 
between the Pacific Coast and the 
East, and the number is being in- 
creased by hundreds more every 
day, says the communique. This 
statement is based upon actual fig- 
ures supplied by the Automobile 
| Club representatives along the high- 
ways over wich the mobs are com- 
ing, and by an individual count tak- 
en between Barstow and Needies 
over the National Old Trails High- 
way. 
Automobile club officials travel- 
ing toward the Grand Canyon 
counted 109 “out of the State” cars 
and twenty-two machines with Cal- 
HKornia license plates within 160 
miles. Garages and parking spaces 
along the route were all filled to 
overflowing with those bound for 


the boulevards of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

It is the greatest west trek 
in history. The view from top 


of a hill looking across the rt, 
according to the club officers, was 
like looking down on the old-time 
caravans, so thick were the cars. 
Groups of machines from the same 
Stute travel together. 

Cars representing twenty-six States 
were discovered between Barstow 
and Needles. Many hundreds. of 
automobiles are reaching this part 
ot the State also over the Lincoln 
Highway and the southern routes, 
swelling the 1500 to an almost even 
2000 now actually on the roads. 

All visiting motoring parties arriv- 
ing here are advised to call at the 
Auto Club branch offices for vistting 
license information, and for infor- 
mation on read conditions. The 
club, it is pointed out, serves as host 
to all comers.

MANY PARTS. 


How much is one thousandth of 
an inch? This tiny messurement, so 
small to be invisible to the human 
eye, is in reality a working margin 
| set, for the mechanics of the Stude-

tion requires this amazing exactness 

—6 2 of them are measured by the 
one-thousandth of an inch. 

Manufacturing limits” are what 

they are called in the factory, and 
that is what they mean. The one- 
; thousandth of an inch is the limit of 
variance, so marked have become 
the modern methods of motor-car 
manufacture. By the manufacture of 
gauges and dies to the last degree of 
minute correctness, the automobile 
mechanics are enabled to work with 
a certainty and exactness that would 
have been regarded as imporsible at 
the beginning of the war. 
| “Nothing is left to chance or guess 
in the Studebaker factory,” said 
Paul G. Hoffman, of Maxwell & Huif- 
man, the Studebaker distributors, 
yesterday. “Each operation nas its 
manufacturing limit. Some parts do 
not have to be fitted with the exact- 
ness that others require. The sched- 
ule is established by the engineers 
and the mechanics must work to 
that. 

“To see that each operation is 
done with the nicety required, there 
are 6980 inspections for each motor 
car before it leaves the factory. 
This absolutely precludes the posi- 
bility of careless assembly. The in- 
spectors are graded with a chief in 
each department. Before the part is 
released to go to the next unit in 
the manufacturing chain, it must 
be inspected by the chief, who is the 
super-expert of the depar:ment. 

“While there are 620 mecharical 
operations exact te the one-thou- 
sandth of an inch, 160 more require 
: berfection, with only one-half thon- 

sandth part of an inch variance. Bo 
it goes on, through the factory. 
Each operation has its ret scale and 
there must be no deviation from it. 

In the motor there are operations 
absolutely baffling. in their exactness. 
Vet these operations are not tedious. 
Modern methods complete this werk 
in surprisingly fast time. Put there 
is an absolute lack of rush in the

Preserving Fruit. 


EALTH and money are wasted in pre- 
serving fruit with sugar. The sugar 
neutralizes the healing acids of the fruit 
and leads to fermentation alcohol and gas. 
Much sweetness is an acquired taste. It 
grows on a person like alcohol, and for the 
game reason— because it forms alcohol in 
the ctomach. 

To can without sugar, simply fill the jars 
containing the fruit with clean hot water, 
instcad of the usual syrup, and place the 
jars in a hot water bath. 

A dehydrating plant has been established 
at Pomona, Cal. Wine grapes are now be- 
ing dried. The water is extracted by a 
new process. 

This is the most wholesome way of pre- 
eerving fruits. The use of refined cane 
sugar. which is expensive and unwhole- 
some, is avoided. Tin, crates and freight 


are saved.

Nuts. 


OTWITHSTANDING increased cost of 
production, the California Walnut 
Growers’ Association fixed the price for the 
new crop at about the same as last year, 
the object being to encourage larger con- 
sumption. This is a policy that might well 
be adopted by some other producers. 

Walnut growing is this year the second 
largest horticultural industry in the State, 
with 75,000 acres in bearing. 

Nuts should not be regardec as a luxury. 
They are a most valuable food, rich in pro- 

- tein and ofl, and lacking in tach, o: which 
Americans eat far too much. 

As the population of the world increases, 
we shall have to depend more on nuts. An 
acre of walnuts will furnish as much as 
15,000 pounds of food, an acre of wheat only 
about 900 pounds. 

Some people say they “cannot eat” nuts. 
That is because they eat them on top of a 
meal, when they have already eaten more 
than they should. 

Nuts are a winter food, on account of the 
oil they contain. In summer eat more fruit 
and vegetables and less nuts. 

When the teeth are bad, nuts should be 
ground in a small nut mill. 

Nuts may be eaten with fruit or cereal 
food, or raw green stuff. Nuts and fruit 
make an ideal meal. 

The skin of the walnut, containing tannin, 
is irritating to the lining of a delicate 
stomach. By soaking in hot water, and 
leaving for a few hours, you may remove 
most of the skin. | 

5 Pecans have soared in price and have 
become a luxury for the rich. 

A dollar a pound for shelled walnuts. is 
equivatent to 33 cents for a pound for beef- 
Steak, becuse beefsteak is two-thirds wa- 
ter, while nuts are all food. Therefore, 
they are cheaper than they appear to be. 

California Indians lived largely and at- 
tained great age on the pinon. Italian pig- 
nolias are larger, and contain more pro- 
tein. 

Brazil nuts are eoarse in fiber, and not 
adapted to weak stomachs:

Passing pleasures, apples of So- 
dom. bringing in their train an army of 
ills and suffering, falsely supposed to be 
necessary attendants of age. Men take less 
exercise and eat more, storing up waste in 
their blood, and encumbering their vital 
organs with potential disease matter. Then 
hardening of the arteries, senility, and if 
their digestion is good, apoplexy. 

A man of 60 should not weigh more, in 
proportion to height, than a man of 30. 

The only way to prolong life and attain 
a healthy and happy old age is by temper- 
ance—true temperance, not merely the 
avoidance of stimulants. A little alcohol is 
permissable, to men after 40 leading the 
strenuous life. It is surplus food that does 
the harm. | 

Cornaro Was an example of a healthy and 
happy old age. At 40 given up by his physi- 
cian to die, he lived to be over 100, his 
facuities bright and his body vigorous. to 
the end. He ate daily less than the average 
man consumes for a lunch; taking with 
his meal a pint of light wine, which he 
called the “milk of old age.” He was a 
truly temperate man. : 

As men grow old they should eat largely 

of fresh fruits. Fruit, not wine, is the milk 
of old age. The acids dissolve earthy de- 
posits. Milk, an ideal food for the young 
of the animal that gives it, is bad for the 
old. for it contains much lime, necessary 
to form the bones of the infant. The less 
flesh food eaten the better. Eat live foods. 
You carmot get life from dead animals. 
By eating half as much, and chewing 
twice as long. you may get more pleasure 
out of a simple meal than you now do from 
an elaborate banquet: And there will be 
no bad after-effects. 

There must be regular exercise, in the 
shape of work or play, especially to keep 
the spine limber. It is not necessary or 
desirable to go through a lot of tedious ex- 
ercises from “Fig. 1" to Fig. 77.“ Exercise 
should be interesting. And) you must have a 
a hobby. Do something different, or do the 
old things sometimes in a different way. 

Be as much as possible in the open air, 
where the air is pure. Expose your body to 
the air and sun. “The breath is the life.” 
Learn to breathe fully. An investigation 
showed that all persons who have reached 
great age lived—at least in the first part of 
their lives—out of doors, almost continually, 
and they always had ventilation in their 
sleeping rooms. 

Oiling the skin tends to keep the hody 
supple. 

Try to make others happy. That will 
react on yourself, and keep you young. 
Avoid worry and fear. They kill more than 
war and pestilence combined. Hate and 
anger shorten life. Love and kindness pro- 
long it. 

Above all, get plenty of sleep. Old per 
sons, like babies need much sleep. Sleep is 
more important than food. It is the great 
invigorator, rejuvenator and beautifier. It 
must, however, be like the sleep of an in- 
taht, tres from the tortured writhing of a

Appendicitis. : 


OLLOWING is from “The Philosophy o1 
Health,” by J. H. Tilden, M.D.: 

“When I first went into the prdfession 
doctors did not know much about appen-: 
dicitis. In those days people had inflamma- 
tion of the bowels. I remember very early, 
when a boy in the profession, having pa- 
tiemts with inflammation of the vowels. 
Some of them would pass a lot of pus, anc 
in a few days be well. Others would die. 
No doubt these were cases oi what we now 
call appendicitis. Today doctors know 
more about diagnosis, but they do not know 
much more about the cause and cure. 

“Anyone who will operate for a case of 
appendicitis, un'ess there is absolutely a 
rupture, has lost all faith in nature: he Is 
an atheist: he does not believe in the cura 
tive power of nature. 
dicitis, if not meddled with by the fingers 
of the doctor in digging down into the abdo- 
men in an attempt to diagnose, will, if ar 
abscess forms, drain into the intestine. 1 
say every case will end in this way, uniess 
the surgeon’s fingers break the abs-ess Into 
the peritoneal cavity, I say there are very 
few, if any, cases of appendicitis that wili 
terminate fatally if left alone. 

“In the first place, there is inflammation. 
Nature then begins throwing out lymph to 
be consolidated into oreastworks. This 
lymph walls in the inflammation, and the 
line of least resistance is toward the bowel. 
Significant! Nature is always trying to 
conserve. As soon as an inflammation 
starts up, there are breastworks thrown 
up which wall off the prospective abscess: 
and the point of least resistance is always 
toward the intestinal canal. If not meddled 
with, the abscess will open into tne intes- 
tine, and the pus will drain through the in- 
,testinal canal, and the patient win get 
well,” 


Influenza. 


LOS ANGELES correspondent writes: 
“I would like to tell you that when 
it came my turn to have the flu“ last win- 
ter I went to a doctor once, because the 
company where | work compelled me to. 
He was sensible, and gave me no medi- 
cine, except some tablets to reduce the 
fever, then told me to go home and stay in 
bed and keep warm. (He h-1 nothing to 
gain by keeping the man sick:—Ed.) I took 
only part of his medicine then followed 
your advice in the Care of the Body, and it 
worked out all right.

1S difficult to compare uis mental status 
to: that of man because tere is no com- 
mon basis upon which the two rest.

common unit of measure. Chimpanzees 


and men have but few problems in common 
to solve: They are not called upon to ex- 
ercise the faculties of the mind as often as 
is man. Therefore, their minds are not as 
active:as man's. 

‘But within his own sphere of life, the 
chimpanzee occupies a higs plane. While 
the seope of the human mind is vastly 


wider than that of the chimpanzee, it does 


not follow that it can act with more pre 
cision in all things. There are perhaps in- 
etances in which the mind of the chim- 
panzee excels that of many by reason of 
its adaption to certain conditions. :

On problems that concern his own com- 
fort or safety the chimpanzee exercises the 
faculty of reason with a fair degree of pre- 
cision. He is quick to interpret motives, to 
discern intents and he is a rare judge of 
character. He is inquisitive; but not so 
imitative as a monkey. He is quite ob 
servant of the relations of cause and et- 
fects In his actions he is controlied by 
more. definite motives than any other ani- 


mal. He quickly learns anything that nes 
within the range of his own mental cosmos.

This is not the case. Like man, they 
eat vegetables, fruits and meat. Briefly, 
the difference between their habits and 
those of man ig that they eat their food 
raw while man has learned how to cook. 
But they soon learn to like cooked food. 
The chimpanzees I had were very fond of 
cooked meats and dried fish. 

The brain of the chimpanzee resembles 
the brain of man even more closely than 
his skeleton resembles man’s. To be sure 
the texture is slightly coc: rser but the brain 
has the same lobes, convolutions, sulci and 
centers as the human brain. Ineman and 
the chimpanzee the same nerves are pres 
ent and connect the same organs of sensa- 
tion and motion 

Regarding man purely in the light of an 
animal, it is evident that he is physically 
very, Aosely allied to the chimpanzee. In 


the vital organs of the two there is a great 
unity of structure and equal unity of func 
tion in all essential details. The difference 
of structure is only to the extent of mak- 
ing the organs conform to the general plan 
of the animal, and the difference of func- 
tion is only one of degree 3 

Since the same characters vary yuite as 
much among men without changing their 
identity as such, it cannot be sufficient 
ground to widen the gap between man and 
ape. Indeed, as the comparison is extended 
into more minute and scrutinizing details, 
the physical likeness of the two grows 
stronger. To the casual observer, the gen- 
«ral resemblance of man to the chim»an- 
zees is apparent. To the student, the an- 
«logy becomes evident

The accompanying diagram, showing an

ate vicinity of his farmhouse. This par- 
ticular arrangement is for a farmstead oc- 
cupying a corner lot, which permits a 
second, or rear, entrance from the public 
highway. This ‘ane, running to the north, 
shown at the right side of the diagram, is a 
convenience in case stock is to be driven to 
the market, in that the animals need not 
be driven past the house, thereby subjecting 


age. One feature that should be taken int« 
consideration in planning the roads near 
the farmhouse is the direction of the pre 
vailing winds. In this instance the main 
entrance lane and drive have been lorate 

so that dust from them whl ordinarily be 
carried away from the dwelling. 

The earth road is the most common type 
of farm road and will probably so remain. 
When properly crowned, drained and main- 
tained with the split-log drag or other sim 
lar device, the earth road, in all but a few 
exceptional soils or in a few places imme- 
diately around the farm lots and buildings, 
can be made to answer the requirements 
fairly well. A little grading will in general 
give the earth road a crown sloping from 
the center toward the side ditches at a rate 
of about one inch to the foot, and side 
ditches of sufficient size to carry away the 
storm water can usually be constructed 
without difficulty. If the ground is springy 
the side ditches may be mad deeper, or the 
ground water may be carried away by tile 


GOOD DRAINAGE ESSENTIAL. 

The fundamental requirement of an earth 
road is always good drainage. This in- 
volves, first, the removal of the water which 
reaches the surface of the road from pre- 
cipitation or otherwise; and second. in cer- 
tain places the removal of any ground water 
which reaches the road 
seepage, Surface drainage is accomplished 
by securing a reasonably firm crowned 
roadway and providing ditches of sufficient 
size and with ample grade and frequent out- 
lets. Subdrainage to remove the water from 
beneath the road surface or to prevent its 
passage into the roadbed is usually 
Plished most effectively by so-called blind 
drains or by means of properly located tile 


Roads and drives immediately around the 
farmyards and barns which are used very 
frequently are usually of sufficient impor- 
tance to warrant some surface improve- 


ment. 


Many of the materials ordinarily em- 
ployed in road construction will be found 
too expensive for use in improving the farm 
roads. One or more of the following will, 


however, usually be found available and 


within the means of the farmer for surfac- 
ing his roads and paths: Gravel, mixtures of 
sand and clay, cinders, brickbats from old 
buildings, brickyard waste, and quarry 
waste. The materia) selected should be 
hard enough to withstand crushing under 
heavy loads and possess sufficient binding 
power to compact well and maintain a firm, 
hard surface.

COVER CROPS VALUABLE. 

it has been pretty well demonstrated in 
the San Bernarding Valley citrus groves 
that a winter cover crop is the thing. The 
Growers have put in their crop and the rain 
of last month did wonders for it.

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nRANCHERS EXPERIMENT 
IN TREATING SEED. 


MURIETTA.—The owners of the Thomas 
ranch near here, Moysey and Roy Thomas, 
who are the largest growers of wheat in the 
district, have been for some time carrying 


on interesting experiments in the treat- 


ment of seed wheat for the prevention of 
rust. Until lately the method was to treat 
the seed grain with a so,ution of bluestone 
and follow this with a treatment with a 
lime solution. This was the treatment used 
last year and that it was completely suc- 
cessful ig shown by the fact that the wheat 
on the 700-acre Thomas ranch this year 
was entirely free from rust, though smut 
was plainly visible in the seed grain while 
it was receiving treatment. The Thomases 
are now convinced that there is no good 
reason for the lime treatment, which Is 
only used through a fear that the bluestone, 
which kills the smut, might have an in- 
jurious effect on the life of the seed wheat. 
To determine this point, two plots were 
planted, one with seed wheat which had 
been treated with bluestone and Time and

| COW TESTING WORK 


PROVING ITS VALUE. 


The best scientific agency for isolating 
and eradicating the drone cows from the 
iry herd is milk testing. Reports re 
ceived by a Federal agency from various 
cow testing associations throughout the 
country show the value of this work. Cow 
testing is a means also of detecting the best 
producers in the herd, and is a method of 
increasing the net earnings of the dairy. 
One eastern cow-testing association, 
whose members owned 385 cows last year, 
reports an association average of 345 
pounds of butter fat per cow, and that the 
present production of the cows is seventy- 
two pounds of fat more apiece than it was 
at the first of the year. 
Another cow-testing association an- 
nounces that its expenses during the last 
five years have been below $4000 while the 
value of the increased production during 
only the last year has aggregated $11,000.

KEEPING UP THE 
DECIDUOUS TREES. 


HEMET.—<According to Farm Adviser 
Hodgson of the LoS Angeles Farm Bureau, 
who spoke here recently to a large audience 
of deciduous fruit growers, the problem of 
preventing the decline and deterioration of 
deciduous fruit trees is the greatest prob- 
lem this district has to face. The principal 
underlying reason for the danger, he stated, 
was the depletion of the soil. 

“In order to conserve the moisture in the 
soil,” says Mr. Hodgson, it is necessary 
to cultivate frequently during the summer 
months and this has an undesirable result 
in exposing the organic matter in the soil to 
the sun, which burns it and destroys its 
usefulness to the trees. The best way in 
which this can be met is by the use of 
cover crops, such as are now used by the 
growers of citrus fruits. If the soil is not

One cause of deterioration in deciduous 
orchards, according to Mr. Hodgson, is 
wood rot, caused in the tree by unskillful 
pruning, or too close cultivating, leaving’ 
wounds through which fungi enter the tree. 
He advised the prompt application of asphal- 
tum paint to all bark abrasions, including 
sible. 

Sun scald was mentioned as another pro- 
lific cause of deterioration. The difference 
between the day and night temperature in 
Southern California often results in à bark- 
bound condition, weakening to the trees 
and laying them liable to attacks from bor- 
ers. White washing the trees has been 
found an effective treatment for this con- 
dition. 

Mr. Hodgson pointed out that 
trees, in California, do not have the 
mant season enjoyed by such trees in cold 
countries, this putting a great strain on the 
tree. This rest can in a way be supplied by 
withholding irrigation to some extent in 
the summer months. It is possible to 
lengthen the life of the deciduous tree by 
efficient soil building, proper fertilization 
and rational pruning.

ALHAMBRA.—Russel Woglum of the 
Subtropical laboratory of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in Alhambra ad- 
vocates the use of the following poison 
syrup, known as the Barber formula, in 
combating the ant pest: 

Twelve pounds of granulated cane sugar, 
ten pinte of distilled water, one-quarter 
ounce cfrystalized tartaric acid, distilled 
water. Boil the above mixture thirty min- 
utes and cool. Add enough distilled water 
to allow for evaporation. Dissolve three 
quarters of an ounce of sodium arsenite, 
using only the chemically pure, in one pint 
of distilled water. Boil and cool. Then
